NEW HAVEN*. CONN., November 20.

The climax of the Eastern football sea-
-son will bo staged here to-morrow,
wlicn tho teams of Yalo and Harvard
Universities moot in tho thlrty-tlfth
Vame of the Intervnrclty serlen, which
¦began Jn 1S75. Burlng this Stretch of
forty jyars Intercollegiate football arid
St» attendant features have undergone
remarkable evolutions. Numerous
changes In the playing rules have been
made, and the theory and methods of
attack and defense radically altered.
All these variations in tho game and
play sink Into Insignlltcanco when com¬
pared with the great transformation of
football from the spectacular and spec¬
tator's standpoint.

In the early days of the contests the
teams mot upon the college given and
fought out their annual game, ringedby a thin fringe of und(ffe<TiUtuate* and
town folk. Admission charges were
either nominal or entirely dispensedwith, and the cheering of tho few hun¬
dred spectators unorganized and un¬
impressive.
Wonderful progress In the popularityof football lm6 been made since tho

Initial game, and to-morrow marks
another epoch In tho game, for the
elevens of 1914 will battle in a ntiullum
larger and more Impressive than *nystructure ever built tor college sport in
this country. Onto the turfed and liino-
lined arena of tills stadium will t^ot.to-morrow afternoon the gridironsquads of rival universities, while more
than 70,000 spectators cheer the players
and substitutes.
The advance guard of tho thousands

who will contribute 1'ulJy ?140.000 to
the athletic associations of the two
universities for the. privilege of wit¬
nessing the game are already pouringInto this city by train, boat and motor
car. The night before gathering has
taxed the capacity of the local hos-
tclrles to an extent never before experi¬
enced here, and tho overllow has been
shunted into private dwellings as a last
resort for the ni^rtit.
This rush Is but the forerunner of

the throngs that ar«> scheduled to de¬
scend upon New Haven to-morrow.
With a new stadium with a seatingrapacity almost twice as great as tho
former wooden stands nt Yalo Field,additional thousands have taken the
opportunity to wltnesa one of the foot¬ball classics of the year. More than
50 per cent of tho spectators will como
from points outside thin city. Accord¬
ing to the railroad management, about
;I5,09D persons will be moved by spe¬cify trains, twenty-live of which will
start from New York City and fifteen
from Boston, In addition to tho regu¬larly bcheauled service.
